Tux rumour that the Hon, H. E, Wode- 
house, Police Magistrate, ia going home 
on leave had barely got into circulation 
when some interested person, with inde- 
cent haste, rushed into print to advocate 


(1) the appaintment of two Police Magis- |, 


trates, and (2) the selection of two 
bariisters instead of filling up the poste 
with junior civil servants. ‘The basis 
for these proposals is the allegation that 
the work at the Magistracy at present 
is performed in an unsatisfactory aod 
inexpeditiaug manner, and that the 
deluy is due to the cheeséporing policy 
of the Retrenchment Commission. The 
wuiter of the letter which appears in our 
mornings contemporary professes to be 
in coustant attendance at the Police 
Court, We question if he has been in 
more constant attendance at the Police 
Court than we have been, or if be has 
bad better opportunity than ourselves 
of comparing the methods of Mr 
Wise, ; 
ings, and the result of our observation 
is a firm conviction that one com- 

etent Magistrate, prifted with the true 
awyer’s instinct and a fair amount of 
common sense, with, perliaps, the uddition 
of a knowledge of the Chinese and some 
slight degree of legal training, would 
nyt hove the slightest difficulty in per- 
forming tha whole of the duties at the 
Magistracy. We hold tliat the recom- 
mendations of the Retrenchmeot Com- 
mittee have not received o fair trial. 
Until that fair trial is given it is foolish 
to condemn the recommendations and 
to assert dogmatically that the work is 
too much for one mon Mr Wiso 
proved once for all that one properly 
qualified man can do the work and: do 
it well. Taking the average tale of 
Police Court eases for a wholo year, 
there is no reason why the Magistrate 
should work more than four hours per 
day. Inaclimite like this, which is too 
much over-rated, we fuil to see why four 
hours’ work per day should incapacitate 
a man for currying on the work at the 
Magistracy properly and satisfactorily. 
Thee is no use re-quoting from the 
evidence recorded by the Retreuchment 
Commission. ‘The interested - persons 
who are-ryitating for two Magistrates 
wish to ignore that evidence. The: 
also wish to igcore the claims of the 
junior civil servants, and from this we 
deduco tunt it is not the interests of 
the public or-of the public service they 
desire to promote but purely personal 
interests. Now, we know barristers 
who are less competent to be Police 
Magistrates than several of the junior 
officers in the Hoogkong Civil Service. 
We judge from the evidence given 
beture the Retrenchment. Commission 
that it is possible to bave a worse state 
of offuirs nt the Magistracy. with two 
Magistrates than at present with one 
Magistrate, and if the opinion of the 
majority of persons most interested ‘in 
the work of the Muyistracy were 
obtained we have every renson for 
soying that the selection of certain 
men would probab'y lend to in- 
subordination in more thau onc De- 
partment. One thing should ba borne 
in mind when referring to the Retrencb- 
ment Conimission.” In recommending 
that the office of Second Magistrate be 


| abolished,” the: Commission suggested 


that. the Chief Clerk sbou'd be wade an 
Assistant Magistrate, for the purpose uf 
taking the petty oiaes which conctitute 
a large pepe aftha Police Court 
cases, ‘This suggestion las not -been 
deted upon, and we think the Guvern-

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EDUCATION FOR THE CHINESE. 
A CHINAMAN’S OPINION. 

Ge the 30th ult., the Hon. De Lim Boon 
Keng gavo a leoturo on education at Singa- 
pore with special reference to the education 
of Chinese, In the course of the lecture (w6 
are indebted to tha Bingapore Free Press for 
the summary) he sdid :— 

The leoturer then weht on to deal with 
the influence of education on civilisation, 
alluding to the atate of education in ancient 
Chino, and showing how in ancient Egypt, 
Greeca and Rome progress hud alwaya been 
nurtured by a well regulated eduontion. 
Reference wae aleo mide to the rise and 
spread of education in England, the material 
improvements of our age in tho arts and 
; Sclences being due to the diffusion of educa- 

tion throughout the masaes of the British 
population, It wae clear then that educa- 
tion had always been in the vanguerd of 
progress und civilisation, and that it would 
jalware be the only seoure foundation for 
morality and constitutional ilberty, The 
history’ of Japan was another striking in- 
stance of the importanos of eduostion, the 
rapid strides which had been made by Japan 
‘being due to the intruduotion of the Chinese 
syetem of education and Chinese literature 
inte that country, and the lecturer olaimed 
that the fusion of western sojeuco and Chi- 
nese learning which had taken place in 
Japon was only an exemplification of the 
principles of the anoient Chinesa philosopher 
Ta Hein, who anticipated Bacon in teaching 
the necessity of observation, What educa- 
tion had done for Japan and the Japanese, 
education could do for Chioa and the Chi- 
nese, In ono thiogifin nothing else the Chi- 
nese were like the Japaneso, aud thut was in 
their respect fue education and the great 
teachers of antiquity, which almost amount- 
ed lo venerutive; indeed tho Japaneso 
hod acquired this trom the Chineso them- 
selves. The only hupe for tle Chinese was 
through their system of ‘education, and it 
was only by operating on the national love 
af learning that they could hope to wake 
China from hersomuambulism. The Jiterati 
of Ohina were little better than learned par- 
rots, #0 Jittly benefit did they appear to de- 
rive from their study of tho lofty principles 
which they learned by rote, After -insti- 
tuting an ingenious comparisun between tha 
principles of eduoatio in China today and 
those of the scholastio age ia Europe, when

Sveial reform would 
evoke oppositiun, misrepresentation, abuse 
‘and false charge, bution the end truth must 
prevail. Weuld-be reformers muat remem: 
berthe Chinese weak points; they must have 
patience and persevorance. One, of their 
grect difficullies lay in the fact that the 
Chinese recoguiscd no fundamental prin- 
ciples, ond in trying to. convines them of 
anything they had first to convince them of 
tha fundamental principle, and then they 
must be prepared to proceed patiently, deal- 
ing with one prejadice after another.
